strike to continue this week !

A general assembly of social 
science students at l'Universite 
de Montréal voted Friday 
afternoon to continue their 
Strike action today. Another 
meeting Is scheduled for this 
afternoon, where the Provi- 
sional Co-Ordinating Commit- 
tee will outline its strategy for 
the coming week. 

Students in the social sci- 
ences are striking in support of 
the U de M sociology students 
who have boycotted classes 
since September 20 in order to 
proceed with an alternative 
curriculum which involves the 
study of community issues, 
workers’ struggles-and “more 


practical and relevant sub- 
jects.” 
Compromise ‘between the 


students and the administration 
appeared possibleat the start of 
Friday’s meeting. It was known

Although Saturday's panel 
discussion on improving Mc-

tracted only eleven people, 
communication was well. es- 
tablished between McGill's 
Community Family Centre and 
its financial source, the Quebec 
Social Affairs department.

that negotiations were in 
progress between sympathetic 
professors and the administra- 
tion about the proposed pro- 
gramme of the _ sociology 
students. If the Dean granted 
the $6,000 needed to launch the 
pilot project, the students were 
prepared to concede on other 
points and end their strike. 


It was leaked to the students 
in the middle of the general 
meeting that these negotiations 
had ended: the Dean had 
absolutely refused to make any 
concessions whatsoever. The 
students voted overwhelmingly 
to continue their walkout, 
despite the threat of an 
injunction. They also resolved 
to send a telegram to the Dean 
of the Faculty of Arts, J-A Rene 


Levesque, demanding his re- 
Signation, and promising fur- 
ther radical measures. 


task force which was to receive 
recommendations ‘from the 
panel, said that the primary 
problem confronting the center 
was to accommodate a waiting 
list of 140 parents within the 
existing facilities. She added 
that the financial difficulties of 
the organization are worsened 
by a lack of communication 
with the department of social 
affairs concerning the payment 
of government subsidies to 
low-income parents. 

_ After lengthy discussion of 
the financial problems of the 
McGill Centre, talk turned to 
long-range considerations of 
Day Care, particularly as to 











Levesque’s threats against 
the sociology students, first to 
annul their term, and then to 
obtain an injuncton against 
them, prompted the social 
science students to. join the 
protests against the administra- 
tion. The students have occu- 
pied the arts and sciences 
building since last Wednesday 


and have set up picket lines . 


outside. 

Luc Lapierre, chairman of the 
general assembly, pointed out 
that the other social science 
students are voicing their 
support for the sociology 
students but are not making any 
demands themselves. The re- 
flection of general student aims 
is evident, however, and “the 
administration is afraid to set a 
precedent. It is clear that 
demands for reforms in the 
other departments may well be 
forthcoming.”

Social scientists 
debate irrelevance

Only a handful of people 
bothered to come up to the 


‘sunny and attractive Leacock 


Council Room for the panel 
Giscussion of Perspectives on 
the Social Sciences at Mcgill 
on Friaay afternoon. 

David Stryker, the student 
moderator, delayed the start 


waiting for more spectators to 


arrive, while the- six panel 
members finished their lunches 
and relaxed. Professor Velk, 
Associate Professor of Eco- 
nomics at McGill, offered the 
men around him pieces of his 
chocolate bar and gulped down 
two cartons of milk. 

Stryker commenced the dis- 
cussion with the words, “Let us 
now consider the first topic,

mentalization of the Social 
Sciences.” Dead silence en- 
sued for thirty seconds. 

Asif Hasnain, a graduate 
student in Economics, ner- 
vously broke the ice by pre- 
senting an outline of the 
conflict between the contrast- 
ing ideals of a generalized and 
specialized education. 

The others in turn supported 
the view that generalization is 
desirable before specializing. 

Responding to a widely-held 
view that inter-disciplinary stu- 
dies are irrelevant, T.D. Wel- 
don, Professor of Economics, 
said that people who complain 
about the irrelevancy of inter- 
disciplinary studies are them- 
selves guilty of irrelevancy. The 
government deals with real 
problems by finding solutions 
with groups of specialists who 
adopt an inter-disciplinary ap- 
proach. 

Professor Nef, -a_ visiting 
Professor of Political Science 


at McGill, 1974-5, and Assis- 
tant Professor at Guelph Uni- 


_versity, labelled three possible 


categories of Universities: “pa- 


_fasitic, professional and parti- 


cipant. McGill,” he said, "is not 
parasitic because it is in the 
centre of Montreal and there- 
fore cannot be an isolated 
temple of- knowledge.” 

Walter Hitschfeld, Dean of 
Graduate Studies at McGill, 
stated that the recent goal of 
Canadian Universities has been 
to interact with society. “None- 
theless, occasional detach- 
ment is necessary to preserve 
what is essential” for the free 
intellectual spirit-of the univer- 
sity. 

Professor Weldon reiterated 
several previous statements to 
the same effect that, “at the 
moment McGill seems to be 
under stronger pressures than 
every known before” from 
professional organizations. E- 
ven though a university is made 
up of a “highly privileged 
group, highly subsidized by 
society, it must remain a critic 
and not a slave of that society, 
a puritan, not a prostitute.” 

As the discussion  pro- 
gressed, it became increasingly 
undisciplined and often per- 
sonally vindictive. After two 
hours, David Stryker, who had 
previously offered no guidance 
to the proceedings, terminated 
the meeting leaving a number 
of people from the floor frustra- 
ted at the lack of an opportunity 
to speak. 

Only two members of the au- 
dience were given the chance to 
state their very definite and 
contrasting opinions. Profes- 
sor Hamilton, currently teach- 
ing Sociology at McGill, de- 
nounced the panelists, special-

Island of Montreal and active in 
the Protestant School Board. 
She pointed out that recent 
studies have conclusively 
shown that Day Care improves 
the social and educational 
development of children, in 
relation to those reared in a 
traditional family situation. She 
urged that the quality of the 
centres’ programs be of prime 
concern. 

Ouellette responded that this. 
question would be more rea- 
sonably acted upon if institu- 
tions such as McGill would 
direct articulate, documented 
positions on the essential 
philosophy of Day Care. He 
said that without these, de- 
partment officials have little to 
go on except personal value 
judgments. 

Ouellette added that Garetty 
should meet with his researcn 
consultant Nicole Ouimette, 
who was also present.

16,000 token students 


The McGill community has held its first festival. While the 
festival aspects of this weekend were fairly evident, the 
community spirit was not. With very rare exceptions, 
students, faculty, and administrators, unless they had been 
specifically invited to participate, let this opportunity for 
discussion pass them by. | 

For those who did participate the effects were most 
salutary. The festival brought together people who had never 
spoken to each other before, who perhaps had never 
imagined speaking to each other before. They discovered 
common problems, common concerns, common hopes and 
fears about what McGill is now and what it may become. 
Unlike a Senate meeting where the aim is to exterminate an 
agenda in the quickest possible way, the festival's 
discussions were designed to question basic assumptions. 

One basic assumption upon which McGill rests is that the 
less contact there is between students, faculty, and 
administration, the better. Students do not merely get the 
short end of this three-pronged stick; they are treated in a 
thoroughly contemptible manner. They are recruited to the 
hilt in high school and CEGEP and then abruptly forgotten at 
the Roddick Gates. 

For undergraduates not athletically inclined, physical 
facilities on this campus are abysmal. The libraries, the 
Students’ Centre, the robot cafeterias, the so-called 
lounges, are all testimony to the genius of the Vice-principal 
for Afterthought. 

The afterthought department is also responsible for the 
academic life of the undergraduate. There are more 
exceptions than rules to the “requirements” outlined in the 
course catalogue. No liberal-minded educator, into which 
class our administrators tend, or pretend to fall, would deny 
that individual students have individual needs. The 
catalogue, however, stands four-square on the side of 
conformity and only the enterprising or “pushy” students 
manage to escape the prerequisite rut. One needs a college 
education to figure out how to get a college education at 
McGill. | : 

« Surely the administrators in their mahoganied splendour 


must be aware of the relationship between physical’: 


‘surroundings and quality of work. A student cannot even 
have a cup of coffee with a professor on campus, except In 


the professor's office with the professor's coffee. Given the 


general wretchedness of student life at McGill, this Is a 
minor indignity, but then so is a servants’ entrance. 

In short, for one weekend McGill toyed with the idea that 
the university is a community of scholars. Discussions were 
held in neutral territory. Participants were treated with equal 
respect. Everyone who showed up learned something, and 
had a good time doing it. Is it too radical an approach to 
higher education to adopt this attitude as the working 
attitude of McGill? 

The following suggestions are hereby offered: that the 
Dean of Students (or anybody) arrange festival-style 
discussions to take place on an ongoing basis; that senlor 
administration make Itself accountable to the student body, 
once in the fall and once in the spring, for question and 
answer in the students’ union; and that next year's 
Community Festival McGill, and every Community Festival 
McGill thereafter, be set aside as a hiatus In the normal 
operation of classes and research, as a time when we can all 
just sit down and talk to each other and try to figure out what 
we're trying to do. My only basic assumption Is what we 
oughtn't just chuck McGill completely.

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Film criticism: towards a Marxist analysis

For over a century Marxism 
has been a way of understand- 
ing and acting in the world, but 
we still find great resistance to 
Marxism in established film 


criticism. Typically, this takes - 


various forms. There is the 
instant dismissal of Marxism 
by people who've never exa- 
mined its basic ideas, much 
less its basic texts. 

Another approach is the sar- 
castic reference without de- 
tails, exhibiting ignorance 
compounded by stupidity. 
Then there are the attempts to 
deny that Marxists are Marxists 
(Eisenstein is the classic ex- 
ample, Brecht’s another), or to 
reduce their politics to a vague 
humanism and their works to 
“pure” art. 

Finally, there are references 
to Marxist aesthetics that men- 
tion only Socialist Realism, or 
descriptions that never mention 
names: as if one aspect of 
Marxist criticism could stand 
for all of its diversity, or as if it 
were all one undifferentiated 
block. This resistance to Marx- 
ism adds up to a form of 
censorship however “objective- 
ly” it is phrased. 

What such opponents of 


- Marxism can't explain is how it 


can be both an “outdated, 19th 


century doctrine” and yet be 


lived and practiced by so many 
of the globe’s people and be of 
daily relevance to hundreds of 
millions more. In fact, most of 
the time Marxism is not dismis- 
sed on grounds that it is 
subversive (which it certainly 
is), but‘the basis that it is 
“unscholarly,” ‘“unprofession- 
al,” or “simplistic.” 

While an isolated Marxist, if 
well trained in the traditional 
orthodoxies, can sometimes

At Friday’s panel discussion 
on the future of McGill, 
Associate Professor of Educa- 
tion Norman Henchey intro- 
duced nine possible models of 
what McGill may one day look 
like and produced diverse 
reactions from panel members 
Ed Desrosiers, Director of 
Research for Planning and 
Development, Stanley Shapiro, 
Dean of the Faculty of 
Management, and George 

Kopp, editor of the Daily. 
Henchey's models ranged 


from a “highly selective and: 


elitist institution” with a great 
deal of specialization to ‘an 
open university and resource 
centre” stressing the develop- 
ment of independent study 


programs with a high priority 
given to “reaching the commun- 
ity.” 


be found in the established 
institutions, there is little or no 
room for courses on Marxist 
film criticism or for reviews and 
articles which take a Marxist 
stance (as opposed to occa- 
sional fashionable name-drop- 
ping and flirtations with terms). 

Why is this the case? Why is 
there such a gap between 
Marxist criticism and orthodox 
criticism? 

Precisely because the Marx- 
ist intellectual questions the 
very foundations of the accept- 
ed orthodoxy, she or he cons- 
tantly returns to first prin- 
ciples, reconsiders initial sup- 
positions, and repeatedly 
builds arguments from the 
ground up, explaining and just- 
ifying each concept. When that 
is not done, the Marxist critic is 
dismissed for dealing in jargon. 

For example, “bourgeoise 


. art” or “class struggle” have to 


be taken from the beginning 
each time to counter instant 
dismissal or self-serving mis- 
understanding. However, by 
explaining these terms and 
concepts in detail, the Marxist 
is in turn criticized. for: being 
crude or unsophisticated. Jar- 
gon or crudity—it’s a double 
bind. The underlying truth is 
that the establishment knows 
where its interests lie and 
opposes Marxism in all its 
forms. 

The relative isolation of and 
the hostility toward: Marxist 


. critics strengthen their dedica- 


tion to developing their criti- 
cism. This dedication and the 
constant desire to be as clear 
and accessible as possible 
while doing justice to the 
complexity of the subject mat- 
ter provides a great strength in 
Marxist film criticism: clearly 
asking the essential questions. 

In part, the situation of 
Marxist film criticism can be 
explained by internal factors. 


Henchey predicted that a 
solid traditional approach 
would be taken in the future. He 
pointed to the similarities 
between “the church and the 
university” in placing their 
Stress on tradition. He felt 
confident the university, like the 
church, would survive any 
changes in the society. 


Ed Desrosiers challenged this 
viewpoint saying that Henchey 
“doesn't consider whether the 
university will be able to find a 
market for the things it has 
traditionally done. It would 
become an institution withouta 
purpose.” 

Desrosiers said that if a 
university is to be responsive to 
its environment then it would 
have to predict what that envi- 
ronment will be. He foresees 
little change occurring within 
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Precisely because the Marxist 
intellectual questions the very 
foundations of the accepted 
orthodoxy, she or he constantly 
returns to first principles, recon- 
siders initial suppositions, and 
repeatedly builds arguments 
from the ground up, explaining 
and justifying each Concept. 





Marxism inherently studies 
things on a large scale, in their 
greater context, as existing in 
relationship to many other 
things, and as dynamic. Bour- 
geois criticism, on the other 
hand, rests on minutiae, on 
teasing out a refinement, on 
isolating the subject matter, on 
a Static view of the subject.- 
Behind this traditional criti- 
cism lies a supposition: that all

the present university structure. 
Other models would betried, but 
this would be done within the 
existing framework of the 
university, and would thus be 
doomed to failure. | 

Dean Shapiro questioned the 
importance of planning, saying 
that no serious demographic 
projection is anywhere near 
accurate. 

Shapiro agreed with Desro- 
siers that Model One would 
prevail in the future. He added, 
however, that this would be 
tempered by Model Six (integra- 
tion into a complete network of 
continuing education with a 
high degree of collaboration 
and dependance on other 
university institutions, adult 
education programs and the 
media). 

He also foresaw a steady 
increase of francophone stu- 


questions about first principles 
have been answered and that 
research is needed at the edge, 
not the center. The competitive 
personal isolation of the bour- 
geoise critic and the resulting 
fragmentation of her or his 
work is rationalized by an 
ideology of specialization. 

Of course, orthodoxy does 
try to abstract from its speci- 
fics and ends up universalizing, 


dents who would be opting for 
bilingual education. Moreover, 
McGill would become more 
active in Marketing, Science 
and Engineering. 

George Kopp agreed with 
Shapiro saying that ‘Model One 
is the most likely option given 
McGill's history as a conserva- 
tive institution.” McGill's fu- 
ture, said Kopp, will depend on 
the direction taken by other 
universities which are exper- 
lencing financial difficulties. 
Kopp cited New York City’s 
financial problem, stating that 
this may have serious repercus- 
sions on the structure of 
universities in the States.

The wholly and 
partially government subsidiz- 
ed film magazines, the com- 
mercial outlets for reviews, the 
film conferences, scholarships, 
jobs, research money, in fact 
the whole apparatus serves to 
preserve the status quo. In- 
terestingly, while Marxism is 
excluded from this system, 
sexism, racism, and elitism are 
welcome.

This 
doesn't surprise Marxists, for 
they have an analysis of this 
Structure.

In an interview with the Daily 


last week Vice Principal of 
Administration Leo Yaffe ex- 
pressed unequivocal confi- 
dence that relief for McGill 
Teaching Assistants’ salary 
plight would be forthcoming 
during the current academic 
year. 

Although reluctant to specu- 
late on the extent or method of 
anticipated adjustments, the 
Chairman of the Senate Ad Hoc 
Committee on the Employment 
of Graduate Students declared 
that “it’s my hope to get to 
Senate a report including some 
provision for financial amelior- 
ation (for TA s), obviously with- 


in the limits of the University's © 


capability.” 
Leaders of the McGill Teach- 
ing Assistants’ Association 





hope that Yaffe’s position is 
indicative of a resolve on the 
part of the Administration to 
address the issue of inequit- 
able salary policy visited upon 
TAS over the past several 
years. Teaching Assistants’ 
salaries have heretofore been 
excluded from the cost of living 
adjustments and percentage 
merit increases which have 
maintained the real incomes of 
other non-unionized University 
employees in the face of ram- 
pant inflation. 

Yaffe’s current position that

Sary" may augur well for the. 


Senate Committee’s prospects 
of creating a consensus in 
Senate and the University Ad- 
ministration hierarchy about 
the imperative of reform in the 
salaries of TAs.

But critics of Administration 
policy and attitudes toward 
TA's take a less sanguine view 
of the committee's prospects, 


citing Yaffe's seeming predilec-- 


tion for delay and postpone- 
ment of concrete action on the 
Salary question. MTAA leader- 
ship and some Committee 
members portray Yaffe's stance 
throughout the Committee's 
proceedings as unreasonably 
delaying the progress of the 
Committee. 

Critics cite the Chairman's 
opposition last spring to a 
proposal for the submission to 
Senate of an interim report 
recommending among other 
things, prompt extensionof cost 
of living adjustments to Teach- 
ing Assistants. Certain mem- 
bers of the Committee judged 
the submission of such an 





interim report as a proper and 
timely response to the ever-de- 
teriorating salarial positior of 
TAs relative to other University 
employees. 

Chairman Yaffe opposed the 
submission of such a report, 
judging that the “interim na- 
ture’ of such a document 
would warrant his disapproval 
—apart from any consideration 
of the recommendations con- 
tained therein. The Vice Prin- 
cipal reserved the right to speak 
against any report that was less 
than comprehensive and con- 
clusive, even should the com- 
mittee present him with a 
mandate to take an interim 
proposal to Senate. His op- 
position stalled the drive for 
such a report last spring.

any explicit recommendation of 
TA inclusion under the Cost of 
Living Adjustment provisions.

The Administration opposes 
TA inclusion in Cost of Living 
Adjustments because the gov- 
ernment subsidies that allow 
the University to re-coup infla- 
tion-compensating salary in- 
creases to full-time University 
employees are not applicable to 
TA salaries. Teaching assist- 
ants and their supporters argue 
that reliance upon such ration- 
ale to deny TAs cost of living 
increases begs the question of 
just compensation for essential 
services rendered.

Tonight will afford McGill 
basketball fans their first op- 
portunity to view the 1975-76 
version of the Redmen: in 
action. In what promises to be 
a less than titanic struggle, 
McGill will play host to Vanier 
College, in-a tuneup for the 
“real” opener of the season, an 
exhibition match against the 
Ottawa Gee-Gees this coming 
Friday. While Coach Staples 
will be shuffling his lineup 
tonite like an old-time card 
shark on a Mississippi river- 
boat, the fans should get some 
inkling of what to expect in the 
season to come. 

High scorin’ machine 
While the Redmen will be 
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undeniably stronger in the de- 
fense department, the most 
noticeable change will be on 
the other side of the coin, the 
offense. McGill has assembled 
what promises to be one of the 
highest scoring teams in recent 
memory. Besides the superior 
shooting ability of this year’s 
squad, the major rule change in 
Canadian Collegiate Basket- 
ball, i.e. the instigation of the 
30-second clock, should work 
to the Redmen’s advantage, 
allowing for more shots at the 
hoop.
